(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

Charged with assaulting Timothy Guinay 
Tirconpatll House, Inchicore, while arte, 
with intent to rob him; entering Guinan .

entered their bedrooms, asked for the ke, 
of the safe and fired shots when they d 
not get them. 

Detective Carey gave evidence that whe 
he found King at 32 Lower Bridge stre 
and told him that he “ wanted ” him for ! 
shooting of the horse, and the sow, Kin, 
replied—‘‘ It’s right. I done it. J mus: 
have been mad or drunk.” In King’s b 
the witness found the revolver (produced) 

Evidence was given for the defence 1! 
the accused man was abnormal mentally, a 
subject to epileptic fits. It was stated t! 
when he took drink he “lost his head.”

Mr. Dévlin. asked the Prime Minister 
whether. it was his intention before the pre- 
sent Northern Government’s term of office 
expired to introduce a bill for the redistribu- 
tion of seats, doing away with proportional 
representation and setting up new con: 
stituencies. 

Sir Dawson . Bates, Minister of Home 
Affairs, said. that the. answer. was in. the 
allirmative. 

Mr. Devlin asked would the. Minister state 
how it was that the policy of the Govern- 
ment in felation..to this very important 
matter had been dealt with at public. meet- 
ings ,outside the .Hopse, while the private 
members of the House had not been taken 
into cénfidence in the matter: 

Sir, Dawson Bates; repliéd that the Prime 
Minister had made statements both inside and 
outside the House in reletion to the matter. 

Mr. Devlin. said. that private members of 
the. Govefjifient Party declared’ not. alone 
what: it was proposed to do, but the methods 


some: of them were even now mapping out 
their, own single. member constituencies. 
Could, therefore, the Minister’ say how 
“uile ag members could do this before this 
douse was taken into the confidence of the 
Government? - "é ,

Sir Dawson Bates said that if Mr. Devlin 
breught-the matter-wnder the notice of the 
Prime Mipister he was sure that he would 
get a reply. . 
‘UNEMPLOYMENT PROBLEM. 

On the second reading of the Consolidated 
Fund Hili. Mr. Devlin said that he desired to 
register his protest against the seeming 
negiect of the Government in regard to the 
problem of unemployment. It was quite true 
that the Minister of Labour had repeated!y 
told! them the work that he had done 
fer the unemployed, and the methods 
by which he was dealing with the un- 
employment. grant. He (Mr. Devlin) ad- 
mitted that het had: ‘always displayed 
considerable sympathy, gut one of the claims 
made repeatediy in that House was that 
the unemployed in Northern Ireland were 
being treated precisely on the same lines and 
with the saine justice’ as those in Great 
‘Britain. That was not so, for in Great 
Britain they not only get th® unemployed 
grants, but also outdoor relief. He also 
eritieised the regulation which deprived people 
of unemployment benefit because they were 
not seeking work. . How many people, he 
asked, had been deprived of benefit in this 
way, and who decided that they were not 
looking for work. He also referred to the 
position of boys cnd girls leaving school for 
whom there was no employment. tn Northern 
lveland twelve thousand boys and girls left 
school every year. 
the question, what was going to bé done with 
them? 

The worst of this Government, he said; is 
that they ave the mentality of the politicians, 
they, are thinking in the past. If you say a 
word against the present Government you 
are | shaking the glory of the Empire. 
(laaughter.) We ought to approach these 
questions apart altogether from what source 
the suggestions may cone. 

OPPOSITION’S. JUDGMENT. 
_ He did not believe that since they came 
into the House that the Government had ever 
accepted a single amendment which they (the 
Opposition) put forward, They might be very 
ignorant, but even the most ignorant some- 
times made suggestions worthy of. considera- 
tion, It had. been pointed out that the Prime 
Minister. had invited them into that House 
and had made what was called a generous 
gesture; but why invite them in when they 
showed by their attitude that they could get 
on very. well without them. They were not 
dealing with matters of politica or  sec- 
tarianism, but with questions of industry, 
humanity, shipbuilding; linen,’ housing and 
unemployment in connection with which mem- 
bers. of. the Opposition were far more cor. 
petent to form a judgment and give advice 
than anyone on the Government benches. 
They lived. amongst: the people, and the 
people came to them with their grievances, 
rhe. Government. was in many of these 
matters too much out of touch with the 
people. ! 
Reierring to the ‘Housing question, Mr, 
Devlin said that he had already raised this 
vital question, and. he would new ask why 
would the Government not give a large grant 
to. builders who would build a three-roomed 
house instead of giving these grants to ex- 
ploiters who built houses at a profit. In re- 
gard to unemployment also he asked why the 
sovernment would not invite the co-operation 
of their eleven hundred civil servants, who 
might be able to assist in devising a plan 
whereby an improvement could be made in 
the industrial life of the community. 

UNEMPLOYMENT AND RATES, 

Mr. Morrissey (Unionist) paid a high 
tribute to what Mr, Devlin had done for the 
working classes, and said that on the matter 
ef unemployment insurance there was room 
tor ‘considerable difference of opinion, but it 
would be unfair to the ratepayers to supple- 
ment unemployment out of the rates of par- 
ticular areas. 

Mr. Kyle. said that he regretted that the 
‘Government, was not able to get the Safe- 
guarding of Industries Act applied to the 
linen trade. 

Professor Johnson said that he made a pro- 
posal about six months ago that the Govern- 
ment should set up a committee to inquire 
into unemployment, and the Government did 
not accept the proposal, He welcomed the 
help of. Mr. “Devlin in again putting forward 
that propesal. He would prefer to see men 
leaving Northern Ireland for the Dominions 
to get work than living on from year to year 
here on unemployment -benefit. 


ABGENT MINISTERS. 

Mr. George Leeke (Nationalist) referred to 
the fact that the Government had now got 
control of the fishing industry. Here was an 
opportunity for developing employment. 

Mr. Deviin, on a point of order, complained 
of the .absence of Ministers. He thought 
that they should be’ in their places to hear 
criticisms from the elected representatives. 
The Minister of Labour was nearly always 
present, but the others, surely; had not too 
much to dó that they could not attend on the 
last dav before 4 prolonged adjournment. 

Mr. Leeke, proceeding, said that along the 
shores of County Derry there was a splendid 
field for developing the fishing industry. He 
suggested improvements in the Coleraine and 
Portstewart Harbours, and grants from the 
Government towards the purchase’ of boats 
and gear.

NEEDS OF MODERN 
ARCHITECTURE. 


A PLEA FOR NELSON 
PILLAR. 


úim ann amú 


In a lecture on “ Modern Architecture,” 
delivered last night in St. Bartholemew’s 
Hall, Dublin, Mr. Manning Tobertson said 
that architecture is one of the great apts, and 
it consists in selection and in the imparting 
of an abstract significance to a building. 
Decoration borrowed from the past is an 
admission oí a present-day bankruptcy of 
imagination and ideals. Architecture is more 
necessary and more permanent than the other 
arts; hence its real, or spiritual, significance 
is more important. 

Ever since the creat Irish Romanesque 
period we have followed Engiand’s lead; and 
mm England, during the hundred years ending 
with the Great War, architecture had come, 
iu the public mind, to mean only archwology.

The nineteenth 
century arehitecture of England mirrored the 
outlook of the period. The Church in 
England was trving to re-capture a medieval 
vety by imitating medieval. mannerisms in 
its buildings, because piety wab in danger of 
extinction from a Cas Fag chin of new 
scientific discoveries, Thus the architecture 
of that time showed no artistic vigour, and 
there was, throughout all Europe, a state of 
architectural bankruptcy. 

Now that science is no longer the enemy ot 
religion, it is possible for us to dream of 
architectural solvency/ The corporate 
religious outlook rests 6n a wider vision, and 
this should inspire a new breath. of life into 
ecclesiastical architecture, Ih Ireland, in 
Spite.of the fact that the religious torch was 
kept bravely burning, the church building 
which went.on was not accompanied, unless 
in a few instances recently, by. any true 
conception of architecture and its beauty, as 
a manifection of God; but rather it was re- 
garded as an associated image of piety. The 
characteristics of the devotional Middle Ages 
were reproduced, and there was no attempt 
to produce a living architecture, to embody 
a living: faith. 

Art expression in buildings, however, is 
evetywhere slowly acquiring a new signifi- 
cance. We shall find stardardised details and 
*‘styles’’ disappear; but a unifying accept- 
ance of general principles will evolve and 
create a greater general uniformity. In 
modern building’ we shall: shortly notice an 
elemental and simple appeal. 

DANGER OF IMITATION. 

The real danger to Irish architecture is 
that she is imitating the mock-antique shams 
created by the English jerry-builder for the 
suburbs. We cannot escape England’s in- 
fluence, but let us at least select her good 
qualities, the result of her architectural 
thought, rather than the inanities .of un- 
trained: jerry-builders.. Colour plays an im- 
portant part. Brown varnish is too much 
used in the average Irish church, usually 
grained to a fatuous imitation of some kind 
of timber more valuable than we can afford. 
The floors of our homes seldom have a good 
clean stain. For outside painting, red oxide 
and laurel green are used. We should not be 
afraid of smal] touches of the full primary 
colours—red, blue and yellow, and the 
secondaries, orange and violet, set off in 
large expanses of white, cream or gray. 

In looking at architecture’ we shoyld rid 
ourselves of predilections for one style or 
another, try to put ourselves in the place of 
the architect, and see what he is aiming at. 
The modern movement reverts to more 
elemental principles, but if. they are .to 
result .in a real twentieth century style, 
other artists and craftemen must colla- 
borate, and the sympathy of the cultured 
layman and of the lay Press must be enlisted. 

"To return to our special home problem? 
sixty years ago Fergusson wrete that the 
Trish could invent a style for themselves and 
carry it through to a successful issue had an 
opportunity ever been afforded them : but tt 
had not. Art, long banished from Irish soil, 
might 5@ more easily revived and more suc- 
cessfully cultivated than in any other part 
of thé British. Isles. 
NELSON PILLAR.

SIR JAMES CRAIG'S

He suggested to hotel proprietors and 
caterers that in providing amusements it was 
better to have them as natural “as sible. 
He did not suppose they could find better 
bathing facilities, better golf courses, better 
yachting waters, better fishing, and, he was 
glad to say, better roads for motor cars and 
bicycles, than in Ulster. There should be 
less dancing and more open-air exercises. A 
smile goes a long way, said Sir James, who 
advised hotel-owners to go easy with their 
charges for the first year or so, They ought 


had a great deal of money to spend, and the

WESTMINSTER OFFICES.

Policy or Chaos? 


At a time of widespread depression in 
the national industry the Free State’s roads 
have become a matter of grave concern. In 
the first place, they are in cut-throat com- 
petition with the very railways which they 
ought to be feeding. In the next place, 
the advent of heavy motor traffic, by tear- 
ing the bowels out of roads that never 
were designed for such traffic, has put an 
impossible burden on the ratepayers; and 
the County Councils are in revolt. Thus the 
debate which Mr. Thomas Toal and Sir John 
Keane started in the Senate on Wednesday 
was exceedingly important, They proposed 
that the upkeep of the country’s main 
roads should be made a national charge, 
and should be financed by an equitable 
system of motor taxation based on the 
principle of wear-and-tear. Their resolu- 
tion represents the policy to which, in 
recent months, the Saorstat’s intelligent 
cpinion has given an almost unanimous 
assent. The Chairman of the Great 
Southern Railways has said that the 
country’s needs can be met only by a 
new system that “will enable roads, water- 
ways and railways to be worked as com- 
ponent parts of one big, comprehensive 
transport scheme.” The scheme would 
involve both the creation of a separate 
Ministry of Transport and financial de- 
velopments—easily within the competence 
of the State—that would substitute a 
large, well-organised expenditure for the 
huckstering and hopeless methods which 
are driving the farmer-ratepayers to 
despair. 

These are the circumstances in which the 
Minister for Local Government yesterday 
gave a blank refusal to the proposed— 
and apparently to any-—reforms. Every 
farmer, every trader and every railway 
shareholder. in the Free State will’ read 
his speech with dismay. In July, 1925, 
Mr. Burke described a scheme for the 
expenditure of £3,800,000 on roads; and 
seven months later he announced that the 
scheme had been stopped by the Minister 
for Finance. It seems that the rebuff has 
reduced him to a state of complete apathy ; 
for his contribution to yesterday s debate 
was merely a string of negatives. He 
rejects a petrol tax because it might en- 
courage smuggling. He sees dangers—but 
refuses to define them—in a national trans- 
port system. In any case, he explains, 
the reform of the roads is a money question, 
and, therefore, he has no power to deal 
with it. This surely is an astonishing 
repudiation of official responsibility. Mr. 
Burke, as Minister for Local Government, 
is charged with the welfare of the Free 
State’s roads. If he has no road policy, 
he is merely an embarrassed phantom who 
ought to flit: speedily to some more con- 
genial sphere. If he has a road policy, 
and has pressed it unsuccessfully on the 
Executive Council, he ought to tender his 
resignation to the Dail. The matter cannot 
remain where it stands to-day; for the 
Senate, by adopting the motion of Mr. 
Toal and Sir John Keane, has passed a 
vote of censure. On whom has that vote 
been passed? It is absurd and improper 


that the people are not allowed to put the 
blame for the road muddle on the right 


shoulders. The Dail’s duty now is to hold 
such debate as will fix the responsibility 
on Mr. Burke, on the Minister for Finance 
or on the whole Executive Council. 

The present Government of the Saorstat 
has to its credit a record of much good and 
courageous work, and its failures and in- 
creasing difficulties may be attributed 
largely to two things. In some matters, 
which are not really of the first import- 
ance, it is misled by an excess. of sentiment. 
In others, on which the most serious issues 
depend, it is handicapped by poverty of 
imagination. Less sentiment and more 
imagination at Merrion street soon would 
work a gratifying change in the country’s 
fortunes. In the meanwhile the nation

The Forlotn Franc. 


Unless the French political situation 
takes a distinct turn for the better during 
the next few days another Cabinet crisis 
will be inevitable. M. Briand’s ninth 
Ministry is composed largely of the same 
ministration. It is obviously a make- 
shift Government, designed to tide the 
country over a difficult period, but nobody 
in France believes that it will last for many 
weeks. Parliament rises on Easter Sunday 
for the Easter. vacation, and M. Briand 
is making a herculean effort to secure 
within the next nine days the passag. of 
the Finance Bill, over which already two 
and a half months have been wasted. To- 
| day the Chamber will begin to discuss M. 
Raoul Pérét’s financial proposals, which 
differ only slightly from those that have 
been rejected so many times by the 
Chamber during recent months. ~ His plan 
is better than that of M. Doumer) inas- 
much as it makes no attempt at liquida- 
tion, but merely proposes to balance the 
Budget and to provide sufficient funds to 
satisfy the current needs of the Treasury. 
The estimated deficit is about 4,500,000,000 
francs. M. Pérét’s scheme provides for 
the immediate raising of this sum, plus an 
estimated surplus of some 23,000,000 francs ; 
but, as it is based on the 
turn-over, its chances of : 
the Chamber unscathed are not rosy. 
Indeed, it is reported that the Finance 
| Committee of the Chamber already has 
begun to tinker with M. Pérét’s proposais 
in the hope of securing their acceptanc> 
by the Lower House; and in that event, 
of course, they are likely to be mutilated 
to an extent that will make them almost 
useless.

The Radicals are almost equally deter- 
mined, and it is difficult to see how even 
the political genius of M. Briand can 
avert another parliamentary defeat before 
next Sunday week. 
at present would be exceedingly dangerous 
for France. The franc is falling steadily, 
and a change of Government might se1.i 
it headlong to ruin. Furthermore, the 
problem of an alternative Government 
presents éxceptional ‘difficulties. M. Briand 
cannot be expected to form yet another 
Ministry so long as the existing composi- 
tion of the Chamber remains unchanged, 
and the only candidate for the Premier- 
ship who would be likely to attempt the 
task of financial reform is M. Caillaux. 
A Caillaux Government would be a highly 
perilous experiment, which would be re- 
garded with alarm not only in France, but 
throughout Europe. France cannot afford 
experiments of this kind in her present 
plight, and, although the outlook is any- 
thing but encouraging, her friends will 
continue to hope that the situation may 
be saved by the Chamber’s consent to the 
only possible solution of her difficulties— 
namely, the immediate levy and collection 
of substantial taxes. 


Touring in Ireland. 


At the annual meeting of the Ulster 
Tourist Association yesterday the Chafr- 
man, Mr. R. Baillie, made the agreeable 
statement that the most friendly relations 
existed between the Association and the 
corresponditig body in Dublin, and that 
mutually advantageous lines of action were 
being followed. The advice given by Sir 
James Craig to those concerned in the 
tourist traffic in the North is applicable 
to the whole country. “Make the season,” 
he said, “ás long as possible. Give value 
for money. Rely on natural attractions, 
and provide plenty of healthy outdoor 
amusements.’’ In our country there is 
scenery which “could not be eclipsed by 
any place across the water”; and Sir 
James Craig declared that there were no 
better bathing facilities, golf courses, 
yachting waters or fishing. The time will 
come soon, we hope, when it also will be 
true of all Ireland, as well as of Ulster, 
that the roads are as good as the 
motorist and cyclist can desire. We 
cannot rival in Ireland the luxurious 
gaiety of populous Mediterranean resorts, 
but it is ours to offer unmatched 
natural delights that heal and exhilarate 
the jaded mind and body. For the city 
dweller, racked with nervous anxieties, 
there is a peculiar charm in holidays spent 
between sea and mountain, in rambles over 
the heather, in fishing and. shooting, and 
in- the homely hospitality of - our “better 
hotels. The lack of uniformity in the 
fare, charges and efficiency of our hotels 
is the principal drawback to touring in 
this country. A visitor may go from one 
lovely resort to another, enjoying golf here 
and mountain rambles there; but, if he 
is not well advised, he may chance to stay 
at an hotel where slovenly attention and 
unpleasant food are followed by an 
exorbitant bill. The bad hotel spoils the 
yisitor’s holiday and creates a prejudice 
against the entire area. Ireland will not 
reap the share of the tourist traffic. to 
which her natural advantages entitle her.

PROPOSED TARIFF ON 
IMPORTED BACON. 


Mr. TP. Mechenna asked the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce in the Dail yesterday 
whether several conferences had béen held 
recently between the heads of the venous 
bacon-curing establishments in the Saorstat 
and representatives of the Ministry to consider 
the question of putting a tariff on imported 
bacon, and, if so, whether any decision had 
been come to on the question; also whether 
any steps had been taken to eonsult -repre- 
sentatives uf the’ consamers on this ‘proposed 
change. - 

The Minister said that meetings had been 
held in his Department, at which the views 
of the bacon-curing industry were received as 
io a’ protéctive tariff on imputed bacon. “Ín 
such a matter nd decision could be announced 
in anticipation of the Budget. With regard 
to the last part of the question, full con- 
sideration had been given to the probable 
effect on the consumer of such a proposal. 


DISPUT™=D STATISTICS. 

Asked by Mr. Hefiernan if he were aware 
that there were. véry considerable discre- 
pancies between the figures for exports into 
Northern lieland from the Free State, as 
furnished by the Northern Government in 
their 1924 year book, and the figures for 
exports from tbe Saorstat into Northern 
Ireland for the same year, and if he could 
give any explanation of these discrepancies. 

The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
said that the statistics issued '»y his Depart- 
ment accurately represented t: : value of the 
exports from the Free State to Northern 
Treland, and he could only suggest an explana- 
tion of the difference in the figures issued by 
the NorthernGovernment. The NorthernIreland 
year-book referred to the value of the trade 
across the land boundary. He thought, there- 
fore. that the difference was probably due tothe. 
-Melision -m the Northern Gevernment’s 
figures of trade, which merely passed through 
Northern Ireland*on its way to Great Britain. 

The Department’s records showed that in 

1924 over two million pounds’ worth of ex- 
ports were. consigned to Great Britain “ra 
Northern Ireland. These exports appeared 
correctly in the Free State statistics as con- 
signed to Great Britain, and not-te Northern 
Ireland. 
* Major Bryan Cooper asked the Minister if 
he were aware that the Northern Ireland 
year book would have a considerable circula- 
4ion in newspaper offices and elsewhere, and 
it would be ineorrect as to the Free State 
figures. Would the Minister consider the 
issuing of a year book? 

Mr. McGilligan said that that might. be 
considered. but he did not know if it were 
much good issuing information of that “sort 
to newspapers, which might simply say that 
the Free State statistics were unreliable. 

Mr. Heffernan asked the Minister. if he 
would get into ‘communication with” ‘the 
Northern Ireland Statistical Department, and 
see if some explanation could not be far- 
nished for su@h discrepancies. 

Mr. McGilligan—I have given the explana- 
tion. He added that the suggestion was 
founded on the fact that the Northern trade 
was described as trade across the land fron- 
tier. The Free State statistics. dealt with 
trade with various people. The Northern 
Ireland people might. say -there was no dis- 
crepancy. but. that there was a small differ- 
ence in description.

SIR HEDLEY LE BAS. 

Sir Hedley Le Bas, governing director of 
the Caxton Publishing Co., Ltd., died im-a 
nursing home at Reigate last night, after an 
dGperation for duodenal ulcer.

Sir Hedley, who was born 
in Jersey in 1868, was Honorary Organiser «f 
the Lord Kitchener Memorial Fund.

FTER a debate which had lasted three |

SALARIES COMPARED. 


NORTHERN AND FREE STATE 
JUDGES. | 


Discussion was resumed on the Vote on 
Aecount. The Government asked for 
£8,685,048, one-third of the amount of the 
estimates, and Mr. Heffernan, in an amend- 
ment, suggested that the amount should be 
reduced by £2,655,048. | 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, made a 
supplementary statement, dealing further

. He called attention to judicial salaries. Be- 
fore the establishment of the Free State, he 
said, there were judges paid at rates con 
siderably higher than those paid now. There 
bad been a Lord Chancellor at £6,000 a year, 
two Judges of Appeal at £4,000 each, a Lord 
Chief Justice at £5,000, a Master of the Rolls 
at £4,000, two Chancery Judges at £3,500 
each, and six King’s Bench Judges at £3,500 
each. In Northern Ireland at present there 
were the Chief Justice nt £5,000, two judges 
ai £4,000, and two at £3,500. 

In the Free State they had the Chief 
Justice with a salary of £4,000, three judges 
at £3,000, and five at £2,500 each. In Northern 
Ireland, then, there were five judges. with 
salaries of more than £3,000, and in the 
Tree State omy one with a salary exceedin 
£3,000, though here the area was larger an 
the status of the. Courts was greater. 

He went on to give figures to show that 
the scale of pay in the Civic Guard was lower 
than that for the Royal Ulster Constabulary,

After cutting the telephone “and telegraph 
wires and burning the poles, they were 
heavily engaged by the French artillery near 
Qara, and compelled to withdraw to Nebk, 
where there was further heavy fighting. The 
Meharist (Camel) Corps Palmyra co- 
operated with the French. 

The trench fortifications of the rebels in- 
dicated technical leadership. ‘The rebels’ 
plan of defence is attributed to Captain 
Fawzi Qawuqui, who had long served with 
the French, and then deserted and joined the 
rebels. The losses are reported to be con- 
siderable,. mostly on the French side.

A report showing that the sugar beet in- 
dustry in Great Britain has been firmly 
established and seems to have great prospects 
before it was submitted by Mr. George H.

Mr. Roberts pointed out that the number of 
beet sugar factories in existence in Great 
Britain. had increased from,thtee to ten by 
the close of 1925, and would probably be 
added to by another six before this year 
was out. | The acreage last year—54,750 
acres—more than doubled that of the pre- 
ceding year, and the estimates formed, as to 
the extent of the acreage this .yeak, were 
128.500 acres, again considerably more \ than 
donble that of iast. year. y

“HE Free State Senate yesterday passed 

a resolution recording its opinion 
that the maintenance of main and trunk 
roads ought to be made a national charge.. 

‘For that purpose,” the resolution 
added; ‘‘ an equitable system of road motor 
taxation, based on the usage by such 
vehicles of the public roads, and having 
due regard to the damage caused thereto 
by vehicles of exceptional weight and 
carrying capacity, should be established.’’ 

The Minister for Local Government 
(Mr. 8. Burke) evaded the issue which 
the resolution raised. He asserted that 
the question of road maintenance was more 
a matter Yor the Ministry of Finance 
than for his Department. 

He -confesséd that he had “great 
sympathy. with the idea of capitalising the 
road fund,’’ but gave no hint that the 
Government. intended to take action in 
that direction or any other direction in 
order to-obtain the money needed for a 
proper road policy. 

“In the circumstances,’ he said, ‘* all 
that we can do is to carry on as best we 
ean with the funds at our disposal.’’ He 
added that motor cars paid their way ' to 
a large extent,” and that but for the fact 
thatthe motor tax bad been increased '' we 
would have had no roads able’ to stand 
modern traffic at all.”’ 


NEW RESOLUTION 


LORD GLENAVY’S SUGGES-

*'Motions’ by’ Mr. Thomas Toal; Mr. J. 1. 
O'Farrell; and Sir John Keane about the 
maintenance of roads were on the Free State 
Sénate’s: Order Paper yesterday. The discus- 
sion’ on Mr. Toal’s resolution was opened 
on Wednesday, and was about to be resumed

The suggestion was agreed to. 


ON OTHER SHOULDERS. 

Mr. Westropp Bennett supported the 
motion. He recalled that under the Local 
Government Act of 1898 the cost of maintain- 
ing the roads was borne’ by the landlords 
and tenants. Now the burden was to be 
borne.by the small newly-created proprietors. 
The character of the roads was completely 
changed ‘since that period, At the former 
period. the county cess was about 10d. in 
the £, In the County Limerick at present 
the rate was nearly 4s. in the £. 
~ He agreed that the roads should ‘be main- 
tained, but it should be the duty of states- 
men. to allocate the cost to the people who 
really used the roads—the owners of heavy 
motor vehicles. . Those vehicles were jo be 
seen hurrying over the roads to display their 
owners’ Show | in various parts of the com- 
munity. Were the roads to be maintained 
for those people? The time had come when 
the farmers. should not be asked to bear the 
vost of maintenance any longer. Equity re- 
quired that they should ‘be relieved of the 
enormous burden of road maintenance; their 
ability to pay was admitted on every side to 
be practically non-existent. 

The a was that if a change was not 
adopted, the roads would go out of repair, 
and would no longer be fit for traffic. He 
held that the motor-owners should take out 
insurance policies for third-party risks. If 
the drivers injured pedestrians or cattle the 
injured parties had no redress. He would, 
therefore, ask the Government that provi- 
sion should be made, whereby people who 
suffered injury in that way should be com- 
pensated... It was necessary in the interests 
of efficiency that the motion should be 
adopted; and that the roads should hence- 
forth be a national charge. 


ONLY ADEQUATE SOLUTION. 


Mr. Dowdall. said that the Government 
could keep only the main roads and the trunk 
roads in repair. Most of the roads could 
not be made good unless they were to a large 
extent reconstructed. Sir John Keane’s sug- 
gestion to ear-mark the taxation of motor cars 
and capitalise the fund so collected for that 
purpose was the only adequate way of deal- 
ing with the problem. A motor car care- 
lessly driven wrought more damage to the 
roads than anything else. He would have 
compulsory insurance, and make it a condi- 
tion of every policy that at least £5 or £10 
of the cost should be borne by the driver of 
the car. That would tend to make him more 
careful, 

Mr, J. T. O'Farrell (Labour) said that, 
while the roads in many districts were rapidly 
deteriorating, the cost of their maintenance 
was mounting up at an alarming rate. It 
was, in his opinion, desirable that they should 
first consider the regulation of the highways 
before embarking upon a huge national and 
capital scheme of expenditure for road con- 
Subsidies to rail- 
ways‘and such forms of transport had always 
been &etubhorniy: resisted; yet they were 
every day heavily subsidising a rival form of 
transport—(hear, hear)—and that form of 
transport by road was without any control 
at all. 


ELEMENTARY JUSTICE. 

It was only elementary justice that if the 
new form ‘of transport was to be subsidised 
in this way the people from whom the traffic 
was being taken should be free from pay- 
ment for that subsidy. In 1924-25 the Great 
Southern Railway paid £159,000 in. taxes. 
The Great. Northern Company paid £63,000 
per annum, and they were paying those rates 
so that: their competitors might the more 
easily steal away their traffic. , 

The..low -charges upon motors. had not 
brought about;’the reduced cost of living; 

tor traffic had, instead, made the roads 
unsafe and unpleasant for those who did not 
own cars and had taken a lamentable toll 
of human life. Many drivers of passenger 
"buses were “highway outlaws,’’ with no 
regard for traffic regulations. Once they got 
clear of the towns they travelled at any rate 
up to thirty miles an’ hour. 

“Make every person pay for the roads, in 
accordance with the use he makes of them 
and ‘the damage done,” said Senator 
O'Farrell. ‘Consideration will have to be 
given to the question of vehicles of excep- 
tional weight.”

IRISH TRAIN, - 


NOVEL EXPERIENCE IN 
GUARD'S VAN. | 


| “Amwybody who might have happened to he | 


travelling in the guard’s van on the 5 p.m. 
train from Dublin to Cork Sesterday would 


have had a. novel experience. He. would} 


have.listened for the first time in Irish 
history to a wireless broadcasting pro- 
giamme in a moving train. 

The. experiment was carried out by Mr. 
W. D. Hogan, that indefatigable pioneer 
of radio research, who, by permission of 
Myr. M. F. Keogh, general manager of the 
Great Southern Railways, installed a 
seven-valve “ super het. ” receiving set in 
the guard’s van, and by means of an 
indoor frame aerial succeeded in tuning in 


to most. of the broadcasting stations in the’ 


British Isles. 
LOOKING AHEAD. 

The time is coming when the passenger 
from Dublin to Cork, Galway or Belfast will 
be able to enjoy concerts in Paris and Dublin, 
and to supplement the information gleaned 
from his bookstall literature by the latest 
news bulletins from London and New York. 
But the time is not yet. 

Telegraphing from Cork’ last’ night, Mr. 
Hogan describes for us the progress of his 
experiment. ‘‘ After ME Kingsbridge,” 
he says, “I could get nothing but Morse 
signals from the telegraph wires running 
parallel with the permanent way; but having 
passed Clondalkin I picked up a ‘Children’s 
Hour,’ which came in with remarkable clear- 
ness. 1 was using headphones only, and at 
six p.m. heard the London announcer 
apologising for the inability. of Mr. de Groot 
to broadcast his Piccadilly Orchestra. From 
put on the loud speaker ‘in 
order to intensify interference, and found that 
up to eight o'clock I could get Daventry 
almost perfectly, although the train was dash- 
ing along at a terrific speed. 

A PHENOMENON. 

“When I ‘tuned-in to low-power stations, 
such as London and Manchester, reception 
was impeded considerably by interference 
from the dynamo on the railwdy cdach; bat 
this made virtually no difference to the signals 
from Dublin and Daventry, which were ex- 
cellent. 
ford oí Mendelssohn’s ‘St. Paul’ came 
through with astonishing purity, and was 
highly enjo¥able. 

‘Strangely enough, although reception 
generally was good, I found that at Limerick 
Junction and at Mallow there was a remark- 
able fading on all stations'to which I tutied-in. 
Possibly this phenomenon was due to the 
large amount of metal at the railway stations. 


TUNING-IN DIFFICULTY. 

. ““On the whole, Iam convinced that recep- 
tion would be much better with headphones 
in an ordinary passenger coach. The size 
and emptiness of the guard’s van tend to 
magnify the noises made by the train, and 
to make tuning-in rather difhcult; but in the 
comfort and comparative quiet of a first class 
carriage little difficulty should be experienced 
even in getting the low-powered station. 

“I was particularly anxious to hear what 
would happen while we -vere passing through 
the Cork tunnel, but, unfortunately, the 
Daventry relay of Birmingham, on which I 
was depending, came to an end just before 
we entered it, and the Time Signal did not 
come through until the train pulled up at 
the Glanmire Terminus, 


A SATISFACTORY EXPERIMENT. 

“<The noise of the trains undoubtedly will 
prevent satisfactory reception for some time 
to come, but that will be got over in due 
course, and I am completely satisfied with 
the: results of my experiment.” 

Mr. Hogan expressed his keen appreciation 
of the courtesy of the railway officials, who 
gave him every possible facility in his work.

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ALL-ROUND “CUT” IN 
RAIL STAFF’S PAY? 
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IRISH WAGES BOARD TC 
CONSIDER PROPOSALS. 

A meeting of the Irish Railway Wages 
Board, of which Mr. Justice Wylie is the 
Chairman, will be held in Dublin on April 21st 
next to consider the proposals of the railway 
companies for an all-round reduction in the 
wages and salaries of their staffs. The 
demand for a reduction afigcts the railway 
workers—clerical and operative grades—of all 
Ireland. 

A fortnight ago the proposals were con- 
sidered by the Central Wages Board, which 
consists of seven representatives of the com- 
panies and seven members of the 
railway trades unions. A _ basis. of 
agreement, however, was not reached, 
and the matter has ben referred 
to the Irish Railway Wages Board, which, 
though it is the final Court of Appeal in the 
machinery of negotiation set. up by 
sides, has no binding effect in regard to its 
findings. 

: CONSTITUTION OF BOARD. 

In addition to the Chairman, Mr, Justice 
Wylie, the Board is composed of a representa- 
tive of the Dublin Chamber of Commerce 
and one of the Belfast Chamber of Com- 
merce, two members of the Irish ‘l'rades 
Union Congress, six representatives of the 
companies, and six representatives of the 
railyay trade unions. 

The session of the Irish Railway Wages 
Board will probably last two or three days. 
There are a number of matters on the agenda 
as well as the big question of wages and 
salaries. 

The companies’ proposals include reductions 
in wages ranging from 4s. to 5s. 9d. for 
traffic grades operatives, and an additional 

per cent, reduction of the wages 

remaining after these “ cuts ' have been put 

into effect; a flat reduction in the salaries 

and wages of stationmasters, clerks, and 

supervisors, engine drivers, firemen and 
cleaners. 
MOTOR COMPETITION. 

The parlous position of the railways in all 
parts of the country, trade depression, and 
the growing volume of motor competition is 
the basis upon which the companies demand 
is made, and the workers state that reduc- 
tions equivalent to 25s. a week all round have 
already been made. 

The. decision of the Railway Wages Board 
will probably be announced immediately. after 
the proposals are considered.

Much information ,concerning the forth- 
coming Census in the Irish Free State was 
given by Sir William J.-'Thompson, the 
Registrar-General, in the course of a paper 
which he read last night in Dublin before 
the Statistical and Social Inquiry Society 
of Ireland. 

While some queries which were asked in 
the last Census are being eliminated, others 
have been intrdduced in order to make the 
information as full and complete as 
possible. Illiteracy, it appears, has so 
diminished that it is considered unneces- 
sary at present to put the questions re- 
garding education which were asked in 
the last Census. 

Mr. Gordon Campbell, Secretary to the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce, said 
that it was hoped to have a census of pro- 
duction and agriculture next year. 


IRELAND’S FIRST CENSUS. 


A POPULATION OF A 
MILLION. 

Sir William Thompson at. the outset referred 
to the first noteworthy attempt to ascertain 
the population of Ireland made 254 years ago 
by Sir William Petty, the founder of the 
Lansdowne family. His estimate of the 
population of Ireland was 1,100,000. This was 
made on an average of five to six, persons to 
each family, the number of families being 
reckoned as about 200,000. These 200,000 
families were again divided into those having 
no fixed hearths, 160,000; those having but 
one chimney, 24,000; those having more than 
one chimney, 16,000. 

Another estimate of his was that of 
““gmoaks ” or ‘‘ chimneys,”’ 250,000. Of that 
number, single ‘‘ smoaked ’’ houses constituted 
164,000. Those houses having more.than one 
chimney had an average of about four 
chimneys per house and numbered 66,000. 
Dublin Castle had then 125 chimneys;- the 
Far! of Meath’s house in Dublin, 27. Besides, 
there were in Dublin 164 houses having an 
average of about ten chimneys each. From 
the number of ” smoaks”’ in each house an 
attempt was made to valve the house; those 
houses having no ''smoaks '” were not valued. 

He further made an, interesting estimate 
that in nature there was one in every 500 of 
the population either blind, lame, or under 
“an incurable impotence,”” and that the 
number of children under seven years was 
about one-fourth of the population. Even at 
present, Sir William Thompson said, there is 
no means of forming anything like an accurate 
estimate of the number suffering from disease 
and unable to work, and according to the last 
Census the proportion of children seven years 
and under to the total population was one in 
seven. 

In 1821 the population was 6,801,827, and 
in 1841 it had increased to 8,196,597, the 
highest figure ever recorded in Ireland. Ten 
years later it had fallen to 6,574.278, a de- 
crease of almost 20 per cent., due to the 
effects of the famine years commencing in 
1845 and to emigration. 


QUERIES DROPPED. 

Turning to the coming Census, Sir William 
Thompson mentioned that a special committee 
of the Society and a number of ‘university 
professors had co-operated in making sugges- 
tions to the Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce, which will conduct the Census to be 
taken on Sunday, 18th April. 

Every avenue had been explored, he said, 
so that certain new data required would be 
useful to the State, and, as far ás practi- 
cable, be comparable to that of former 
censuses. ‘Two queries asked in 1911 were 
eliminated in the 1926 census form— 
namely, education, and disability in the deaf, 
dumb and blind. ‘ State whether you can 
read or write or read only or cannot, read ”’ 
was the query asked in 1911. — Most children 
of ordinary education could answer in the 
affirmative, and it was only those advanced 
in. years who answered in. the negative. 
Ijliterate people had been diminishing in num- 
bers for the past three or four censuses, and 
the query was considered less useful than any 
of the questions now appearing on Form A. 

The disability question was also rejected 
as the information gleaned under this head 
in the past was considered to be unreliable. 
Parents did not wish to put in writing any 
infirmity amongst the family; with natural 
parental love they were hoping that the chil- 
dren would get better. At the last census, 
for example, there were more than three 
times the number of deaths recorded from 
tuberculosis than ths number returned as 
suffering from the disease—namely, 9,623 and 
5,086. In other countries such a question 
was rarely asked. 


PARTICULARS AS TO MARRIAGE. 

In this year’s form the query under '' par- 
ticulars as to marriage ” in 1911 had been 
amplified to cover orphanhood and depen- 
dency. From those queries valuatiec in- 
formation would be acquired for the -con- 
sideration of such question as the family 
wages and provision for widows and orphans. 

W'th the Irish language particular care 
would be taken; the question was given much 
greater prominence than formerly, and had 
been amplified. The “ rank, profession, or 
* column had also been enlarged. 

From column ‘‘ K”’ it was expected that 
definite information would be forthcomin~ as 
regards personal occupation in agriculture, 
trade, manufacture, material worked in, 
articles made (disting:ishing between makers 
and dealers), and with unemployment. 
Column “TI.” would distinguish the number 
of employers from those working on their 
own account and from the number of those 
employed. Its principal purpose was to 
ascertain the number filling occupations in 
each industry and service. Agriculture being 
the staple industry, a question would be 
asked as to the acreage of each holding. 


IMPORTANCE OF THE CENSUS. 

Having mentioned that the Census forms 
will be cistributed by the Civic Guard a few 
days before Sunday, 18th April, and collected 
by them on the following day, Sir. William 
Thompson announcéd that it was proposed 
to get in touch immediately with the Press, 
organisations of employers and cmployés, 
with clergymen, lawyers, doctors, Peace 
Commissioners, Chairmen of public boards, 
and leading citizens, in order that as much 
publicity as hae 9 might be given to the 
Census. School children will also be in- 
structed as to how the forms should be filled, 
The classificaticn of counties and population 
from the completed forms will be done by 
machinery. 

In conclusion, Sir William Thompson spoke 
of the importance oí the 1926 Census, par- 
ticularly since one has not been taken since 
1911. ‘‘ Since then,” he said, *‘ big upheavals 
as regards population, social and economic 
conditions have occurred. From a vital 
statistic point of view, thé population figure 
urgently wants revision. Every effort has 
been made to make as accurate an estimate 
of the population as the materials at hand 
are hopeful that the 
estimates will not be far short of correct. 
Even in normal conditions 15. years is too 
long a period without a Census, and under 
present Free State conditions just mentioned 
this urgency is necessarily greater. In addi- 
ties to the population, information is re- 
quired: under other headings, and there is no 
doubt but that the two queries under. per- 
sonal occupation and employment will result 
in information which will be of the utmost 
value and a material asset. : 

“It is haped that the final publication will 
be as comprehensive as possible from every 
point of viéw, and nothing will be left undone 
to attain this object.” 


VALUE OF STATISTICS. 

Mr, Gordon Campbell, Secretary to. the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce,’ declared 
that statistics had been underrated in this 
country, if not actually despised. Americans, 
he said, attached great importance to them, 
and there could be no doubt that they were 
the best instruments that they could employ 
in securing facts and figures of national

CLEARING THE AIR, 


The Times Parliamentary Correspondent 
writes :—In order to meet the criticism of 
some of the Conservative members, who con- 
tend that they have not yet had the Elec- 
tricity Bill explained to them, Sir Douglas 
Hogg, the Attorney-General, and Colonel 
Ashley, the Minister of Transport, who will 
be in charge of the bill in Committee, 
attended last night a meeting of the Trade 
and Industry Committee of the pet, to 
which all Conservative members had been 
invited.

Major Ainsworth, Major G. F. Davies and 
Colonel Applin—making 33 in all, have put 
their names to the unofficial motion for 
rejection which stands on the paper, but 
which cannot be moved, as the Labour amend- 
ment will take precedence. 


INDIA’S FUTURE. 


FAREWELL SPEECH BY 
LORD READING. 


—-&— 


DELHI, Thursday. i 

Lord Reading, addressing both Houses of 
the Legislature this morning, and bidding a 
regretful farewell, said that it might, and he 
hoped it would be, chronicled by the his- 
torian, that during the last five years during 
which he held the position of Viceroy the 
foundation of responsible self-governing in 
India was well and truly laid. . 

Alluding to the reforms, which initiated a 
new departure in the relations between 
England and India, he said that although he 
had been associated with five Prime Minis- 
ters and four Secretaries of State for India, 
there had at no time been any change in th 
main stream of the policy laid down. 

The goal of British policy remained to-day 
subject to the fulfilment of the essential con- 
ditions by India, what it was when he 
assumed office—that was, the progressive 
realisation of -responsible Government in 
India as an integral part of the British 
Empire. 

Lord Reading said that no useful purpose 
would be served by disguising from them- 


adapting British democratic institutions to 
Indian conditions. These must be confronted 
by India and her political leaders. The 
essential principle underlying British. institu- 
tions was based on a fundamental unity of 
sentiment, and on a general desire in issues 
of cardinal importance to waive claims of in- 
dividual or sectional advantage, for the 
benefit of the common weal. Communal 
differences in India had their roots deeply 
entrenched, but he hoped that Indian 
patriotism and Indian intellect would help to 
find a solution. 

Continuing,, His Excellency said :—‘‘I am 
not for one moment suggesting that the Con- 
stitutión in its present form is perfect, and 
that it will not require revision and amend- 
ment and adaptation to conditions in the new 
developments. This will form the subject of 
a great and momentous inquiry at a later 
date. 

‘Unfortunately, the years immediately 
following the introdugtion of the reforms 
could hardly have been’ more unfavourable to 
their growth. A ferment of unsettlement «f 
feeling was at work in India, as elsewhera 
in the world. Besides these developments, 
India’s finances were crippled, her trade and 
commerce were enveloped in a heavy cloud ní 
economic stagnation, and a great section oí 
the Indian people were also troubled regard- 
ing the fortunes of an Empire eiosely asso 


ments and beliefs. 

“It is freely and fully acknowledged that 
there is a great change in the present atmo- 
sphere. Peace reigns on our borders, interna! 
disturbances have been set at rest, law and 
order have been vindicated and established, 
and the financial situation has been estab- 
lished, with beneficent reactions in the nation- 
building activities of the reformed constitu- 
tion. Conditions have been created whicn 
give a fair prospect for trade and commerce 
in the development of India’s resources, and 
the anxieties of the Indian Moslem populativn 
have been allayed. 

“T take away most kindly recollections of 
India, and she will always be in my thoughts 
If is in this light that I would wish to dwetl 
in your hearts and also as one who did his 
best to serve India.’’—/(Reuter.)

The 
farmers will not use electricity, it is the costly 
experiment for this poor people; the country 
must go bankrupt; it is a waste of time; it 
is a foolish expenditure of the public 
moneys.’’ And then the doctor advises one to 
take even a fleeting glance at his achievement 
in other countries. There was his work under 
the Government of Ontario—the construction 
of the huge plant at Niagara Falls. “* What 
is to hecome of us?” moaned the unhappy 
citizens of Ontario; while, amid the general 
sprinkling of ashes and rending of garments, 
one, more collected, perhaps, than the rest, 
called for the crucifixion of “the red-haired 
Dane.” And five years later, when the far- 
mers wanted more and more electricity, the 
cry changed, according to Dr. Sothman, to : 
“Glory to the red-haired Dane.”’ 

Undoubtedly a Dane by extraction—and a 
British subject by choice—Dr. Sothman is not 
really red-haired. It would be nearer the 
truth to say of the aggressive stubble which 
crowns an expansive brow that it inclines to 
a thwarted bronze. Underneath this bristling 
growth, and back of the most formidable 
horn-rimmed spectacles imaginable, is a pair 
of penetrating blue eyes. Looking steadily 
into these for a few seconds, one was in 
position to appraise the earnestness of the 
remark, that 1f, indeed, there was a flaw in 
the Shannon scheme it could not long escape 
discovery.

was only because the duty on motor cars had 
gone up that they had the roads in a con- 
dition to stand the modern traffic at all.

The debate was resumed ,on the following 
motion by Mr. J. MceKean:—‘‘ That the 
Executive Council be requested to take into 
consideration, for the purpose of their 
Finance Bill for the coming year, the existing 
duties on spirits and beer, with a view to 
their reduction and. consequent relief to the 
trade and commerce of Saorstat Eireann.”’ 

Senator Dowdall moved an amendment, 
to delete the words “ with a view to their 
reduction and consequent relief to the trade 
and commerce of Saorstat Éireann, and to 
substitute therefor ‘‘ with a view to the 
reduction of the importation of Scotch 
whisky and the extinction of illicit dis- 
tillation. 

Senator Fanning said that, as the result 
of over-taxation, the revenue from spirits and 
beer was rapidly drying up. 
was also a prolific source of unemployment. 

In the years 1924-25 two establishments 
in the City of Dublin, carrying overa million 
of capital, and paying an average of £5,500 
in weekly wages, had to close down, and 
there was no possibility of their re-opening 
so long as this crushing taxation continued. 

The closing down of these premises meant, 
not only the loss to the disemployed workers 
of £3.500 a week in wages, but the issue of 
n turther £1,500 in unemployment 
pay. In the present condition of stagnation 
the capital of the proprietors of these con- 
cerns had disappeared. to the extent of 
roughly 60 or 65 per cent.; and there was no 
hope of their getting a dividend. He 
thought that the Government should show 
some consideration for the ptoprietors whose 
capital, had gone, and whose families had 
heen practically reduced to starvation.
